As my experience in road building 


has all been during modern traffic 
and what is called the motor age, it 
should not surprise anyone when I 
say that I have never been in favor 
of macadam roads, and have from 
the first continually recommended 
grading, drainage 
and 
permanent 


culverts. 


When I say drain the roads, I don't 


just mean the side ditches, because a 
thoroughly drained road must first 
have good side ditches, second, and 
just as important to a good road as 
the first, is to beep the water going 
off of the road into these ditches by 
keeping the road crowned with the 
greatest road draining machine ever 
indented for a graded road called the 
ROAD DRAG. 


The road drag should be started 


as soon as the road is graded after 
the first rain before the road gets 
too dry and from one to three tripe 
should be made over the road after 
every rain. The third stage in drain- 
ing a road is practiced least of all, 
probably on account of not thorough- 
ly understanding and that It is a spe- 
cial road problem but not necessarily 
complicated nor hard to take care of 
and is the doctoring of these springy 
or heaving spots which are nearly 
always found in cuts, sand hills, and 
even on top of ridgesi and hills, but 
never found on a fill in the road. 


The power is not given us of see- 


ing the under-ground formation, the 
direction and the depth of water see- 
page (unless to those who know how 
to use the witch hazel) and when the 
water seeps thru the soil under our- 


tliing to thaw out and consequently, 
we have a layer of earth laying on 
the top of the water,.forming a very 
spongy road surface and continues 
getting worse unti'l the warm weath- 
er allows nature to take care of this 
underground water seepage. 


The number of these bad place1? 


are regulated by shallow or deep 
freezing of road bed, so it is safer 
and cheaper to let the freezing wea- 
ther develop these places and after- 
wards proceed to drain them by dig- 
ging a trench down the center thru 
these springy places about eighteen 
inches wide and not less than three 
and one-half feet deep to an outlet 
or side ditch and fill the same within 
a foot of the top with small stone. 
(Drain tile may also be used, where 
stone is scarce.) 


Nothing hut deep drainage or fill- 


ing these springy places with field 
rock of a thickness .sufficient to sup- 
port the traffic will be found ade- 
quate. 


The draining and grading up of 


our roads in clay soil should serve 
several purposes. 


FIRST—It gives tho road bed a 


chance to settle and develop weak 
spots which cannot be detected on a 
new or changed road bed. 


SECOND—By grading, more mile- 


age can be built, more people served 
within a short tiifie with a good earth 
road. 


THIRD—We can be developing 


practical knowledge from the sur- 
iaced roads now i being built, good, 
bad and indiffenejnt, though the in- 
tention is to build them right.

the bill and ordered his poper dis- 
continued. 


4. 
If subscribers move to another 


place without informing the publish- 
er and the papers are sent to the for- 
mer address, the subscriber is held 
responsible. 


5. 
The courts have held "that re- 


fusing to Lake periodicals from the 
postoffice, postman, or removing and 
leaving them uncalled for is prima 
facie evidence of intention to de- 
fraud. 


6. 
If subscribers pay in advance 


they are bound to give notice at the 
end of the time if they do not wish to 
continue taking it, otherwise the pub- 
lisher is authorized to send it and the 
subscriber will be held responsible 
until express notice with payment of 
all arrears is sent to the publisher.

As my experience in roail building 


has all been during modern traffic 
and what is called the motor age, it 
should not surprise anyone when I 
say that I have never been in favor 
of macadam roads, and have from 
the first continually recommended 
grading, 
drainage 
and permanent 


culverts. 


When I say drain the roads, I don't 


ju.'it mean the side ditches, because a 
thoroughly drained road must first 
have good side ditches, second, and 
just as important to a good road as 
the first, is to keep the water going 
off of the road into these ditches by 
keeping the road crowned with the 
greatest road draining machine ever 
invented for a graded road called the 
ROAD DRAG. 


The road drag should be started 


as soon as the road is graded after 
the first rain before the road gels 
too dry and from one to three trips 
should be made over the road after 
every rain. The third stage in drain- 
ing a road is practiced least of all, 
probably on account of not thorough- 
ly understanding and that it is a spe- 
cial road problem but not necessarily 
complicated nor hard to take care of 
and is the doctoring of these springy 
or heaving spots which are nearly 
always found in cuts, sand hills, and 
even on top of ridges and hills, but 
never found on a fill in the road. 


The power is not given us of see- 


ing the under-ground formation, the 
direction and the depth of water see- 
page (unless to those who know how 
to use the witch hazel) and when the 


tiling to thaw out and consequently, 
wo havi; :i layer of c.-irt.ii laying on 
the top of the w a t e r , - f o r m i n g a very 
spongy road surface and continues, 
getting worse nnti'i UK; warm wea'.li- 
er allows nature to l.Jie care of t h i s 
undergrotind water .seepage. 


The number of these bad placer; 


aro regulated by shallow or deep 
freezing of roinl bed, so it. is ,<-afer 
and cheaper to let the. freezing wea- 
ther develop these places and after- 
wards proceed to drain them by liig- 


j ging a trench down tin; center thru 


these springy places about eighteen 
inches wide and not less than three 
and one-half feet deep to an nutlet 
or .side ditch and till l.ho same w i t h i n 
a toot of the top with small stone. 
(Drain tile may also be used, when; 
stone is scarce.) 


Nothing but deep drainage or fill- 


ing these springy places with iield 
rock ot a thickness snllicient to sup- 
port the traffic will be found ade- 
quate.

Our own rights as a nation, th

The longer the war lasts th 
more deeply do we become concerne 
that it should be brought to an en 
and the world permitted to resume It 
normal life and course again. 


Mr. Wilson laid down a broad prln

U. S. Will Not Plead Cause of Any 


Single Belligerent, but Serve 


Interests of All. 


Washington, May 27.—A resolution 


requesting the president, unless In- 
compatible with the public interest, 
to suggest to warring nations of Eu- 
rope that the United States undertake 
mediation was introduced into the sen- 
ate on Thursday by Senator Lewis of 
Illinois, to lie on the table for discus- 
sion later. 


The resolution would authorize the 


president to propose that the bellig- 
erents declare a truce and that each 
of them select a neutral country as 
its representative on a board of ar- 
bitration thus created: 


Each selected neutral would name 


one member of the board, ove* which 
the president or his representative 
would preside as referee. Under the 
plan each belligerent would present 
its demands or claims to the board, 
which would be authorized to arrive 
at an equitable adjustment. 


The resolution recites that it is sug- 


gested as an expression of the desire 
for world peace and not of favoritism 
for any of the belligerents. 


President Wilson told callers that 


the intervention of a neutral in be- 
half of peace In Europe could rest only 
on a mutual understanding by the bel- 
ligerents that terms to be arranged 
are to conserve the intersets of all, 
and of the world at large, rather than 
those of a particular nation or group 
of nations among the warring powers. 


Mr. Wilson gave the impression 


that he would make peace suggestions

The desire of the whole world no 


turns eagerly toward the hope of peac 
•and there Is just reason why w 
should take our part In the counc 
upon this great theme. It is right tha 
I, as spokesman of our govertmen 
should attempt to give expression t 
what I believe to be the thought an 
purpose of the people of the Unite 
States in this vital matter. 


Our own rights as a nation, th 


privileges and property of our ow 
people have been profoundly affected 
We are not mere disconnected look 
ers-on. The longer the war lasts th 
more deeply do we become concerne 
that It should be brought to an en 
and the world permitted to resume it 
normal life and course again. 


Mr. Wilson laid down a broad prin 


clple of right upon which he woul 
seek to have the world guided. 


He first stated that "every peopl 


las the right to choose the sovereign! 
Tinder which it shall live." 


He asserted that the small state 


lave the right to enjoy the same re- 
Bpect for their sovereignty and terr 
torial integrity as the larger, and sal 
that the world has the right to be fre 
from every disturbance that has it 
origin In aggression.

Interests of All. 


Washington, May 27.—A resolution 


requesting the president, unless in- 
compatible with the public interest, 
to suggest to warring nations of Eu- 
rope that the United States undertake 
mediation was introduced into the sen- 
ate on Thursday by Senator Lewis of 
Illinois, to lie on the table for discus- 
sion later. 


The resolution would authorize the 


president to propose that the bellig- 
erents declare a truce and that each 
of, them select a neutral country as 
its representative on a board of ar- 
bitration thus created: 


Each selected neutral would name 


one member of the board, ovet which 
the president or his representative 
would preside as referee. Under the 
plan each belligerent would present 
its demands or claims to the board, 
which would be authorized to arrive 
at an equitable adjustment. 


The resolution recites that it Is sug- 


gested as an expression ot the desir 
for world peace and not of favoritism 
for any of the belligerents. 


President Wilson told callers tha 


the intervention of a neutral in b<

U. S. SENDS NOTE TO BRITAIN 


AND FRANCE. 


Must Stop Seizures—To Make Claim 


for Losses—No Time Limit 


Is Set. 


Washington, May 29.—The United 


States, denouncing interference with 
neutral mails, has 
notified 
Great 


Britain and France that it can no 
longer tolerate the wrongs which 
American citizens have suffered and 
continue to suffer through the "law- 
less practice" those governments have 
indulged in, and that only a radical 
change in policy, restoring the United 
States to its full rights as a neutral 
power, will be satisfactory. 


This notification ( is given In the 


latest 
American communication to 


the two governments, the text ot 
which was made public on Saturday by 
the state department. 
The time In 


which the change must be effected Is 
not specified, but the United States 
expects prompt action. 


"Onerous 
and 
vexatious abusea 


which have been perpetrated by the 
British and French governments in 
seizing and censoring neutral mails 
are recited in the communication, 
and answers are made to the legal 
arguments contained in the reply ot 
the entente governments to the first 
American note on the subject. 


Jt is vigorously set forth that not 


only have American commercial In- 
terests have injured hut that the 
rights of property have been violated 
and the rules of international law 
and 
custom palpably 
disregarded. 


Notice is served that the United States 
soon will press claims against the Brit- 
ish and French governments for the 
losses which already have been sus- 
tained.

So ho told the boy that he waa 
going away for a few weeks and that 
he would give him $2 a cord, or dou- 
ble price, to saw the wood, lie wanted 
to teach tho boy to earn and appre- 
ciate his money. So, when the old 
man went away, the hoy secured a 
colored man to do the job at ?1 per 
cord, by which process tho youth 
mnde $10. This he judiciously Invest- 
ed in clothes, meeting his father at 
the tram in a. new summer suit and. 
a speckled cane. The old man said ho 
could see by tho sparkle in tho boy's 
clear, honest eyes that healthful exer- 
cise was what boys needed. 


When I was a boy I frequently ac- 


quired large sums of money by carry- 
ing coal up two flights of stairs for 
wealthy people who were too fat to do 
it themselves.

Steam to Clear the Soil. 


A new piece ot agricultural appa- 


ratus has been developed for the pur- 
pose of combating the destructive fcugs 
and undesirable vegetable growths by 
an application of steam to the soil pen- 
etrating some distance below th» sur- 
face. The machine carries a steam- 
generating plant and moves over tho 
surface on a large drum, the periphery 
of which is staggered with protruding 
steam outlets in the shape of blades or 
spines. As the apparatus is drawn over 
the ground the spines embed them- 
selves in the soil and while in this po- 
sition the steam Is released and pene- 
trates the soil for some

Steam to Clear the Soil. 


A new piece of agricultural appa-

Decoying a "Bad Man' 


Stories of the Greatest 
Cases in the Career of 
Thomas Furlong, the Fa- 
mous Railroad Detective, 


Told by Himself 


Copyright by W O. Chapman 


I have always believed the "Bad 


Man" to be largely a myth, so fur as 
<-ouraKS is concerned, and I think 1 
demonstrated this theory of mine in 
the 
following instance, which hap- 


pened while I was chief of the secret 
service of the .Missouri Pacific railway 
one of whose leased properties was 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas. 


In the year 1SS2 the memory of the 


.laities brothers was still green in ihe 
regions of their exploits. Though 
Frank James was then living the life 
of a good citizen in Tennessee, and 
Jesse, his brother, wao also in that 
state, the rumor of their presence in 
any of the parts where they had op- 
erated was enough to raise a scare 
Especially was this the case in the 
eastern portion of the state of Oklaho- 
ma, then known as the Indian Terri- 
tory, which had been the scene of 
many holdups and brutal murders. 


In the year above-mentioned I re- 


ceived a telegraphic dispatch from Col- 
onel Kildy, the general manager, in- 
structing me to pioueed to Vinita at 
once, to investigate a. murder which 
had occurred there, and to prosecute 
all persons connected with the crime. 


On the night of September 13, as a 


northbound passenger train was being 
shunted upon the main line from a sid- 
ing about a mile north of Vinita, two 
men climbed upon the front platform 
of the smoker. "Chick" Warner, the 
conductor, saw them and opened the 
door. Without a word one of the men 
drew a revolver oi small caliber and 
fired at Warner's head, the bullet pass- 
ing through his cheek and inflicting a 
painful wound. The man 
who had 


fired was immediately shot and killed 
by his companion, his dead body fall- 
ing across the platform of the car. The 
name of the murderer was John Barnes 
Sweeney, and he had formerly been a 
resident of Clay county, Missouri. 


When I arrived at Vinita I learned 


from the express agent 
there that 


Sweeney, after shooting his compan- 
ion, had returned to the station and in- 
formed him that the train had been 
held up by the James brothers and an 
outlaw named Ed Miller. Sweeney 
stated that the gang had been camp- 
ing in the brush on Little Cabin creek, 
about four miles northeast of the spot 
where the train murder occurred, that 
he had known all the members of the 
gang before coming to the Indian Ter- 
ritory, having been born in Clay coun- 
ty, near the former home of the James 
beys, and that he was connected with 
them by blood. When the gang en- 
camped on Little Cabin creek, Sweeney 
continued, he himself was staying with 
his sister on a neighboring farm. The 
James brothers had told Sweeney that 
they intended to hold up and rob a 
number of trains on that line, and had 
invited him to join them. Sweeney 
said that he was an expert rifle-shot, 
and that for this reason he would 
have been valuable to the gang. He 


in his arms. The shot was fired from 
a hedge across the road, and Sweeney 
had been seen going toward the farm- 
er's) house a short time before the 
murder occurred, and returning after- 
ward, carrying a rifle on both occa- 
sions. He was known to have threat- 
ened the mans' life; but, since there 
was no direct evidence against him, he 
was acquitted. The episode had made 
Sweeney so unpopular, however, that 
he had been forced to leave Clay coun- 
ty and make his home with his sister 
and her husband near Little Cabin 
Creek, Indian Territory. 


It was evident to me that, whatever 


graator degree of guilt might rest with 
Sweenej, he had been Ijing to tho ex- 
press agent. The dead man could not 
have been Ed Miller" aa Sweeney de- 
clared, because Miller had been killed 
while attempting to rob a bank in a 
little town in Missouri. 
I knew, too, 


that the James boys were living leput- 
able lives in Tennessee, and that Dick 
Little, another member of the old-time 
gang, was in another section of the 
country. Accordingly I resolved to ar- 
rest Sweeney, on the charge of having 
murdered the dead man, and also for 
having shot and seriously wounded 
Conductor Warner; there was some 
uncertainty as to whether the dead 
man had done the shooting or not, and 
Sweeney's arrest 
on 
both charges 


would at any rate suffice to hold him 
pending inquiries. 


Duimg the afternoon preceding the 


affair Sweeney had been at Vinita, 
and, while staxdlng on the platform of 
the railway station there, he had seen 
a special train go by. The telegraph 
operator had informed the men on the' 
platform that Colonel Eddy, the gen- 
eral manager, was aboard her. This 
furnished me with an idea which I 
put into operation when subsequently 
arresting'Sweeney. 


The chief of the United States In- 


:lian police at this time was Capt. Sam 
Sixkiller, a full-blooded Cherokee In- 
lian, living at Muskogee 
The Indian 


police was a federal organization, and 
consisted of Indians of good reputa- 
ion, whose duty was to patrol the In- 
dian Territory. They were armed and 
mounted, and were there to protect 
he law-abiding Indians and other resi- 
lents and their property, especially 
rom the whisky peddlers, of whom 
here were a number plying their ne- 
arlous trade, selling the Indians cheap 
\hisky at exorbitant prices, which was 
rohibitcd by the federal laws govern- 
ng the Indian Territory. Sixkiller had 
luthorlty to arrest any person charge' 
vith a crime on sight, and according 
y I telegraphed him, requesting him 
o meet me at Vinita for the purpos 
if arresting Sweeney, without, how 
ver, mentioning the man's name. 
The reply, which came irom sixkil 
sr's physician, stated that Sixkiller 
vas ill in bed with a fever. I there 
upon called up Luke Sixkiller, the 
hief's brother, who resided at Vinit 
nd was a member of the police force 
equesting him to accompany me to 
weeney's house. 
Luke Sixkiller was horrified at my 
roposal. 
"Why," he said, "this man Sweeney 


s a terror. He is a wonderful shot

Dull Finished Mahogany. 


The furniture that we love is the 


old mahogany that our careful fore- 
mothers kept In suchr good condition 
that we can enjoy it today. And fol- 
lowing their example, we must still 
keep it in the best of order; but the 
very high gloas that was liked for 
some time past on old woodwork is 
not so much in favor now among peo- 
ple who want enjoyment and use in 


connection with their heirlooms. To 
live in dread of finger marks on a pol- 
ished surface is not to be comfortable. 
So instead of using much furniture 
polish on old mahogany, use a very 
little sweet oil. Apply it sparingly, 
rub and rub it in. Another good apl 
plication for dull-finished mahogany is 
made of two ounces of yellow beeswax 
dissolved in the same quantity of tur- 
pentine. But whatever polish is used, 
the wood must be thoroughly^ dusted 
and rubbed before the application is 
made.

1914, German East Africa

name of the country a/nil the future 
prosperity of Zanzibar both depend on 
the upshot of the little argument now 
being waged in Europe between Ger- 
many and the allies. Zanzibar is now 
a British protectorate. 


It is not a beautiful town, though 


from over the water it has a certain 
exotic charm of its own. The sea is 
very clear and rich in tints of green 
and blue. The dense tropical vegeta- 
tion through which the white houses 
of the city peep out, the vivid flares of 
color where some roof Is covered with 
flowers, are more like an impressionist 
canvas than a city of wood and stone.

Natives and Europeans suffer 


'rom a long and diversified list of 
novel diseases. 
The commerce and 


ndustry of the town includes a little 
of everything. 
The people are the 


most varied of all. 


There are consuls from half a dozen 


countries, as the flapping flags attest. 
The English are here m force, with 
he mixture of conventionality and ef- 
iciency that distinguishes them from 
Jamaica to Nairobi. There is a big 
ndian bazaar, very crowded and very 
dirty. Black natives from the main- 
and abound, dressed in the cheap cot- 
on print called "mericani." Many of 
he local traders are Cingalese and 
men of Goa.

such a profuse oozing of fluid that the 
wound is copiously washed from with 
in. Its efficiency is due mainly to its 
stimulation of secretion, and this di 
lutes and washes away the pus.

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N EMINENT American ornithologist re- 
cently was asked to name the ten most 
beneficial birds of the United States. 
Here is his answer: 
Nighthawk, kill- 


deer plover, chimney swift, bluebird, 
downy woodpecker, phoebe, chickadee, 
barn swallow, purple martin and chip- 
ping sparrow. 


Having given the names of the ten 


birds over whose good deeds man should 


rejoice the ornithologist said, "But the list is 
longer 
There are other birds and many of 


Ihem, that work as hard or nearly as hard for 
man as those which I have named. 
Between 


SO and 40 species there is small room for choice, 
but let the ten stand because the list perhaps 
;annot be improved upon " 


Later the scientist wanted to hedge a little, 


'or he said that there were some birds of prey 
which at least should have a place side by side 
with the familiars of orchard and garden to 
which he had given first rank. The cause of the 
birds of prey, however, has been pleaded before. 
The barn owl, the sparrow hawk and some 
others have been given their credit marks, but 
It is to be doubted, perhaps, if anything which 
can be said in behalf of a predatory one which 
occasionally picks up a chicken will serve to 
save its life when it is caught in the act of lar- 
ceny. Not one of the birds in the Table of Ten 
Is a thief. 
Honest, well-meaning, cheerful, and 


for the most part neighborly, they go through 
their lives working, which means eating, in order 
that man more fully may reap what he has sown. 


It is admittedly probable that some close stu- 


dents of the habits of birds may dispute the ac- 
curacy of the list as It is given, but it is not 
likely that anyone who has watched the daily 
operations of these friends in feathers from night- 
hawk to chipping sparrow will be able to prove 
that so much as one black mark should be entered 
on the daily records of their lives. 


By their appetites ye shall know them. 
A bird 


Is good or bad from the agriculturists' viewpoint 
according to what and how much it eats. This 
Is a plain tale of the birds' bill of fare. It is 
lucky, perhaps, for the songsters, as well as for 
the tuneless ones, that the birds of the best 
habits of life are well known by sight to all 
Americans. The trouble that the bird protectors 
have found lies almost wholly in the fact that 
the habits of birds are not as well known as 
the birds themselves. 


It was Dr. A K. Fisher of the Biological Sur- 


vey who named the ten most useful birds. He 
Is in charge of "economic investigations" in the 
Bureau of the Biological Survey of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 
In the bureau are kept 


the bird records. The papers in the pigeon holes 
In part read like the catalogues of a seed store 
and the collection lists of an entomologist. One 
can say of the birds that seeds and insects "form 
the chief of their diet." 


To go to the mammals for a figure of speech 


It has taken years of closest work and field work 
to separate the sheep from the goats. In the 
bird world there are many more sheep than there 
are goats, but the job of separation has been 
hard. 
In the little flock of best friends of the 


farmer there are only two birds which, perhaps, 
are not well known to all suburban dwellers. The 
two are the killdeer plover and the yellow-billed 
cuckoo. 
The nighthawk, which heads the list, 


is, or ought to be, known to everybody. Of course 
It is not a hawk at all, and the name by which 
It is known in the Northern states, has hurt it. 
Paraphrasing it might be said, "Give a bird a 
bad name and it will shoot it." 
In the Southern 


states the nighthawk is known as the bull-bat. 
In the fall and winter it is killed ruthlessly and 
to no purpose except that of so-called sport, for 
It is useless, or virtually useless as food. 


Nighthawks are wholly insectivorous. They do 


no damage to crops. 
F. E. L. Seal, who has 


made field studies for the Biological Survey of 
the dietary of virtually all the commoner birds, 
says of the food of the nighthawk, "True bugs, 
moths, flies, grasshoppers and crickets are im- 
portant element's of its food 
Several species of 


mosquitoes, including the transmitter of malaria, 
are eaten. 
Other well-known pests consumed 


by the nighthawk are Colorado potato beetles, 
cucumber beetles, rice, clover-leaf and cotton- 
boll weevils, bill hugs, bark beetles, squash bugs 
and moths of the cotton worm." 


The killdeer plover is one of the noisy birds. 


A part of its Latin name is "Vociferus," which 
speaks for itself. 
"While the killdeer ordinarily 


is accounted a game bird it is poor eating. The 
good that it does should save it from persecu- 
tion, but gunners are not apt to discriminate, 
and so the killdeer frequently suffers. This bird 
lives in the open country. 
More than 99 per 


cent of its food consists of animal matter. The 
record shows:- Beetles, 37.06 per cent; other in- 
sects, as grasshoppers, caterpillars, ants, bugs, 
caddis flies, dragon flies and two-winged flies, 
89.54 per cent, and other invertebrates as centi- 
pedes, spiders, ticks, oyster worms, earthworms, 
snails, crabs and other crustacea, 21.12 per cent. 
Vegetable matter composes 2.28 per cent of the 
total food, and is chiefly made up of weedseeds, 
such as buttonweed, smartweed, foxtail grass and 
nightshade 
The <lfs>lfa weevil, a new and de- 
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structive pest, has been proved to be a favorite 
food for the killdeer. 


The chimney swift, almost always called the 


chimney swallow, although it Is not a swallow 
at all, is sometimes looked upon as a nuisance 
because in the summer time it is apt to make 
more or less of a racket in the chimneys lead- 
ing from bedrooms in which tired folk are try- 
ing to sleep. This swift-winged bird never lights 
upon the ground, a tree or a building. Its only 
resting place is on sooty bricks in the dark 
interior of a chimney or on the inner wood of 
some hollow tree in a wilderness that knows no 
chimney. All of the swift's food is captured on 
the wing. It eats thousands of mosquitoes, gnats 
and other noxious winged insects. It hunts from 
daylight to dark, and all its hunting is in the 
interest of man. The swift gathers its nesting 
material while on the wing. It has a curious 
habit, while in flight, of nipping off the tips of 
dead twigs, and so quickly and neatly is the 
thing done that the eye barely can follow the 
operation. 


The bluebird, with its "violet of song," is loved 


wherever it is known. 
Luckily bluebirds are 


prolific creatures, for about twenty years ago a 
severely cold winter made such inroads on the 
tribe that it was feared the birds might never 
come back into their own. They came back, and 
now there are as many as ever and they are con- 
tinuing a warfare against man's enemies with no 
pac?flcist in the land to interpose objection 


The bluebird is given third place in the list of 


the ten most beneficent birds. 
Science is cruel 


in order to be kind. Nearly nine hundred blue- 
birds met death so that the scientists might 
prove that they were useful to man. An exam- 
ination of the stomachs of the martyrs showed 
that 68 per cent of the food "consists of insects 
and their allies, while the other 32 per cent is 
made up of various vegetable substances found 
mostly in the stomachs of birds taken in winter." 


It is a happy thing for the bluebird that the 


scientists are able to set it down that "so far as 
its vegetable food Is concerned the bird is posi- 
tively harmless." The bluebird is a beauty. 
It 


is neighborly and kindly disposed. Its appealing 
spring-time note sounds far away, for the blue- 
bird is a ventriloquist. 
It perches in a tree at 


the doorstep, but seemingly calls to you from 
the skies. 


The downy woodpecker is the tiniest member 


of the woodpecker family which spreads itself 
pretty well over the United States. The downy 
eats everything in the bug and insect line from 
tiny ants to big caterpillars. Frequently these 
little woodpeckers are shot by orchardists be- 
cause they appear to be injuring the trees. This 
is what Dr. Glover, an entomologist of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, has said concerning this 
matter of suspicion: 


"On one occasion a downy woodpecker was 


observed making a number of email, rough- 
edged perforations in the bark of a young shade 
tree. Upon examining the tree when the bird 
had flown away, it was found that wherever the 
bark had been injured the young larvae of the 
wood-eating beetles had been snugly coiled under- 
neath and had been destroyed by the birds. The 
hairy woodpecker, a bigger brother of the downy, 
also is a beneficent bird, but the little one 
rather outdoes the big one in the work of well- 
doing. 


The phoebe is the true harbinger of spring, 


even if the robin and the bluebird more frequent- 
ly are given the honor. The phoebe belongs to 
the tribe of flycatchers and it takes virtually all 
of its food on the wing. It cannot come north 
until spring comes as its companion, because its 
food does not fly about in cold weather. 


I have seen four young phoebes sitting side 


by side on the limb of a tree while the mother 
bird for two hours struck down quarry with which 
to feed them, Not a mistake did she make, and 
she played no favorites. 
Out from the limb she 


would dart, there would be- a click of the bill 
and an insect tidbit would be fed to one of the 
fledglings. The young were fed one after an- 
other, the mother bird apparently remembering 
•which one had teen given the last mouthful. 


F. B. L. Beal of the Biological Survey says all 


that Is necessary to prove the phoebe's case: 


"There are but few birds in the United States 


more endeared to the rural and village popula- 
tion than the common phoebe. 
Its habit of as- 


sociating itself with man and his works, its 
trustful disposition and the fact that it never is 
Been to prey upon any product o'f husbandry have 
rendered it almost sacred." 


The chickadee appealed to Ralph Waldo Emer- 


son. The bird has a philosophy of its own and 
Emerson recognized it. 
It stays in the north 


country all winter, for no cold can shackle its 
activities nor chill its cheer 
Emeison met the 


chickadee on a blustery winter day and wrote: 


Here was this atom in full breath 
Hurling defiance at vast death; 
This scrap of valor jugt for play 
Fronts the north wind in waistcoat gray. 


A favorite food of the chickadee consists of 


the eggs of the two species of tent caterpillar 
moths v.hich are among the most destructive of 
insects. In winter it eats larvae, chrysallds and 
eggs of moths, varied by a few seeds. 
The 


bird's bill of fare is made up for the main part 
of insects, nearly all of which are known to the 
farmer or fruit raiser as pests 


The barn swallow and the purple grackle, 


cousin swallows, are familiar to all dwellers in 
the country. There are five other common spe- 
cies of swallows found within the United States 
and all of them are of beneficent life. 
Swal- 


lows take all of their food, or nearly all of it, 
while on the wing. Virtually all of the insects 
which they destioy are either injurious or an- 
noying, and the government scientists say that 
the numbers of the pests "destroyed by swal- 
lows are not only beyond calculation, but almost 
beyond imagination." 


Wordsworth might have asked the American 


cuckoo, as he did its European cousin, whether 
he should call it a bird or but a wandering voice 
There are two fairly abundant species of cuckoos 
in America, the yellow-billed and the black-billed. 
Their habits are much alike. 
These 
two birds 


are ventriloquists. One hears their voices where 
they are not. The cuckoos thread 
their way 


through the tangles of branches, gliding after 
the manner of ghosts. The bird eats what most 
other birds disdain. It has a special fondness for 
the great hairy destructive caterpillars, and when 
it finds a nest of the tent caterpillars it will not 
move on until the destruction of the pests and 
their home is complete. The cuckoo frequently 
is called the rain crow. 
It has no place as a 


weather prophet, however, for it is apt to be 
especially vociferous in the dryest times. 


In the list of the ten best birds there is only 


one bird of the dooryard. These little birds 
nest in the currant bushes, in the vines which 
clamber over the porch or in the hedges which 
bound the dooryard domain. Sparrows are known 
as seed eaters, and this might carry an implica- 
tion that they are destroyers of grain. 
Some 


of them are, but we have the scientists as wit- 
nesses that the food habits of the chipping spar- 
row, the bird which comes to your doorstep for 
crumbs, are all good. It has been written of it 
that it is "well worthy of the welcome and pro- 
tection which it everywhere receives." 


It must not be thought because ten birds have 


been named as the best friends of the fanner 
that there are not scores of others whose daily 
work is for the good of man. 
The ten excel, 


but the others strive with them throughout their 
short lives to work as well as in them lies for 
the good of man who too often, misunderstanding 
their intentions, becomes their persecutor.

This means that 
after the war thera will ba a demand 
created for it that would not other- 
wise have been. Up to the present 
the war needs have limited the loral 
supplv, but with the increased effort 
that is now being put forth it Is hoped 
that this will be met. As a matter of 
course tlio prices are high, and Ilia 
farmers who contribute to the cheese 
factories are making money. 


'Hie cheese season is now fully open 


and there is every prospect of an ex- 
cellent year because tho high price 
which obtained last year will undoubt- 
edly be maintained this season. West- 
ern Canada has all the natural re- 
sources for the making of cheese, the 
feed and the cool nights, two things 
essential, and In time It is bound to 
become one of the finest cheese coun- 
tries of the continent. 


The lower foothills ot Albeita, used 


only at the present time as ranges or 
for no purpose, will in time produce 
cheese in great quantities, and doubt- 
less will soon equal the famous up- 
lands of Denmark.

cheese, anil that is a great thing for 
the industry, especially when com- 
bined with possibilities of cattle feed 
such as exist on the long slopes from 
the Rockies eastward. 
' The hog market, which may be 
classed as an adjunct of farming, is 
an exceedingly good one, and tho low 
cost at which tho feed can be pro- 
duced, coupled with the high prices 
realized, make this industry very prof- 
itable.

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SAFE FROM BARBED WIRE. 


One of the most trying tasks incident to trench 


fighting has been considerably lightened by the 
appearance in the British trenches of gloves made 
of a fabric which is said to be impervious to 
barbed wire points, says Popular Science Monthly. 
The fabric is made up into mittens, with the first 
finger and thumb separate. The fabric is water- 
proof, and in addition the gloves are insulated for 
gripping electrically charged wires. 


The same, material is applied to the manufac- 


ture of sleeping bags, which, when opened," may 
bo thrown over a barbed ,wire entanglement to 
allow a soldier to climb over the sharp points 
without injury. When made up into vests or tunics 
the fabric Is strong enough to turn shrapnel 
splinters or even a bullet when it has lost part of 
its momentum. The interlining is antiseptlcized, 
so that if a bullet goes through it takes into the 
wound enough antiseptic wool to jwevent poison- 
ing. 


The materials used in the manumcture of this 


remarkable fabric have been sedulously kept 
secret this far.

N EMINENT American ornithologist re- 
cently was asked to name the ten most 
beneficial birds of the United States. 
Here is his answer: 
Nighthawk. hill- 


deer plover, chimney swift, bluebird, 
downy woodpecker, phoebe, chickadee, 
barn swallow, purple martin and chip- 
ping sparrow. 


Having given the names of the ten 


birds over whose good deeds man should 


rejoice the ornithologist said, "But 
the list is 


longer. 
There are other birds and many of 


them, that work as hard or nearly as hard for 
man as those which I have named. 
Between 


30 and 40 species there is small room for choice, 
but let the ten stand because the list perhaps 
cannot bo improved upon." 


Later the scientist wanted to hedge a little, 


for ho said that there were some birds of prey 
which at least should have a place side by side 
with the 
familiars of orchard and garden to 


which he had given first rank. The cause of the 
birds of prey, however, has been pleaded before. 
The barn 
owl, 
the sparrow hawk and some 


others have been given their credit marks, but 
It is to be doubted, perhaps, if anything which 
can be said in behalf of a predatory one which 
occasionally picks up a chicken will serve to 
save its life when it is caught in the act of lar- 
ceny. 
Not one of the birds in the Table of Ten 


Is a thief. 
Honest, well-meaning, cheerful,' and 


for tho most part neighborly, they go through 
their lives working, which means eating, In order 
that man more fully may reap what he has sown. 


It Is admittedly probable that some close stu- 


dents of the habits of birds may dispute the ac- 
curacy of the list as it is given, but it is not 
likely that anyone who has watched the daily 
operations of these friends in feathers from night- 
hawk to chipping sparrow will be able to prove 
that so much as one black mark should be entered 
on the daily records of their lives. 


By their appetites ye shall know them. 
A bird 


Is good or bad from the agriculturists' viewpoint 
according to what and how much it eats. 
This 


Is a plain tale of the birds' bill of fare. 
It is 


lucky, perhaps, for the songsters, as well, as for 
tho tuneless ones, that the birds of .the best 
habits of life are well known by sight to all 
Americans. The trouble that the bird protectors 
have found lies almost wholly in the fact that 
the habits of birds are not as -well known as 
the birds themselves. 


It was Dr. A. K. Fisher of the- Biological 
Sur- 


vey who named the ten most useful birds. 
He 


is In charge of "economic investigations" in the 
Bureau of the Biological Survey of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 
In the bureau are kept 


the bird records. The papers in the pigeon holes 
tri part read like the catalogues of a seed store 
and the collection lists of an entomologist. One 
can say of the birds that seeds and insects "form 
the chief of their .diet." 


To go to the mammals for a figure of speech 


It has taken years of closest work and field -work 
to separate the sheep from the goats. 
In the 


bird world there are many more sheep than there 
are goats, but the job of separation has been 
hard. 
In the little flock of best friends of the 


farmer there are only two birds which, perhaps, 
are not well known to all suburban dwellers. The 
two are the killdeer plover and the yellow-billed 
cuckoo. 
The nighthawk, which heads the list. 


Is, or ought to be, known to everybody. Of course 
it'is not a hawk at all-, and the name by which 
It is known in the Northern states, has hurt it. 
Paraphrasing it might be said, "Give a bird a 
bad name and it will shoot it." 
In the Southern 


states the nighthawk 'is known as the bull-bat. 
In the fall and winter it is killed ruthlessly and 
to no purpose except that of so-called sport, for/ 
It is uselfess, or virtually useless as food. 


Vighthawks are wholly insectivorous. They do 


no^ damage to crops. 
F. E. L. Seal, who has 


made field studies for the Biological Survey of 
the dietary of virtually all the commoner birds, 
says of the food of the nighthawk, "Trne bugs, 
moths, flies, grasshoppers and crickets are im- 
portant element's of its food. 
Several species of 


mosquitoes, including the transmitter of malaria, 
are eaten. 
Other well-known pests consumed 


by the nighthawk are Colorado potato beetles, 
cucumber beetles, rice, clover-leaf and cotton- 
boll weevils, bill bugs, bark beetles, squash bugs 
and moths of the cotton worm." 


The killdeer plover is one of the noisy birds. 


A part of its Latin name is "Vociferus," which 
speaks for itself. 
While the killdeer ordinarily 


Is accounted a game bird it is poor eating. The 
good that it does should save it from persecu- 
tion but gunners are not apt to discriminate, 
and so the killdeer frequently suffers. 
This bird 


lives in the open country. 
More than 99 per 


cent of its food consists of animal matter. 
The 


record shows:- Beetles, 37.06 per cent; other In- 
sects as grasshoppers, caterpillars, ants, bugs, 
caddis flies, dragon flies and two-winged flies, 
89 54 per cent, and other invertebrates as centi- 
pedes, spiders, ticks, oyster worms, earthworms, 
snails, crabs and other Crustacea, 21.12 per cent. 
Vegetable matter composes 2.2S per cent of the 
total foody and is chiefly made up of weedseeds, 
such as buttonweed, smartweed, foxtail grass and 
nightshade

food for the killdeer. 


The chimney swift, almost always called the 


chimney swallow, although it is not a swallow 
at all, is sometimes looked upon as a nuisance 
because in the summer time it is apt to make 
more or less of a racket in the chimneys lead- 
ing from bedrooms in which tired folk are try- 
ing to sleep. This swift-winged bird never lights 
upon the ground, a tree or a building. Its only 
resting place is on sooty bricks in the dark 
Interior of a chimney or on the inner wood of 
some hollow tree in a wilderness that knows no 
chimney. All of the swift's food is captured on 
the wing. It eats thousands of mosquitoes, gnats 
and other noxious winged insects. It hunts from 
daylight to dark, and all its hunting is m the 
interest of man. 
The swift gathers its nesting 


material while on the wing. 
It has a curious 


habit, while in flight, of nipping off the tips of 
dead twigs, and so quickly and neatly is the 
thing done that the eye barely can follow the 
operation. 


The bluebird, with its "violet of song," is loved 


wherever it is known. 
Luckily' bluebirds are 


prolific creatures, for about twenty years ago a 
severely cold winter made such inroads on the 
tribe that it was feared the birds might never 
come back into their own. They came back, and 
now there are as many as ever and they are con- 
tinuing a warfare against man's enemies with no 
pacfficist in the land to interpose objection. 


The bluebird is given third place in the list of 


the ten most beneficent birds. 
Science is cruel 


in order to be kind. Nearly nine hundred blue- 
birds met death so that tho scientists might 
prove that they were useful to man. 
An exam- 


ination of the stomachs of the martyrs showed 
that 68 per cent of the food "consists of insects 
and their allies, while the other 32 per cent is 
made up of various vegetable substances found 
mostly in the stomachs of birds taken in winter." 


It is a happy thing for the. bluebird that the 


scientists are able to set it down that "so far as 
its vegetable food is concerned the bird is posi- 
tively harmless." - The bluebird is a beauty. 
It 


is neighborly and kindly disposed. Its appealing 
spring-time note sounds far away, for the blue- 
bird is a ventriloquist. It perches in a tree at 
the doorstep, but seemingly calls to you from 
the skies. 


• 
The downy woodpecker Is the tiniest member 


of the woodpecker family which spreads itself 
pretty well over the United States. The downy 
eats everything in the bug and insect line from 
tiny ants to big caterpillars. 
Frequently these 


little woodpeckers are shot by orcbardists he- 
cause they appear to be injuring the trees. This 
is what Dr. Glover, an entomologist of the De- 
partment of Agriculturo, has said concerning this 
matter of suspicion: 
"On one occasion a downy .woodpecker was 


observed making a number of small, rough- 
edged perforations in the bark of a young shade 
tree. 
Upon examining the tree when the bird 


had flown away, it Uas found that wherever the 
bark had been injured the young larvae of the 
wood-eating beetles had been snugly coiled under- 
neath and had been destroyed by the birds. The 
hairy woodpecker, a bigger brother of the downy, 
also is a beneficent bird, but the little one 
rather outdoes the big one in the work of well- 
doing. 
The phoebe is the true harbinger of spring, 


even if the robin and the bluebird more frequent- 
ly are given the honor. The phoebe belongs to 
the tribe of flycatchers and it takes virtually all 
of its food on the wing. It cannot come north 
until spring comes as its companion, because its 
food does not fly about in cold weather. 


I have seen four young phoebes sitting side 


by cide on the limb of a tree while the mother 
bird for two hours struck down quarry with which 
to feed them. Not a mistake did she make, and 
she played no favorites. Out from the limb she 
would dart, there would be a click of the bill 
and an insect tidbit would be fed to one of the 
fledglings. The young were fed one after an- 
other, the mother bird apparently remembering 
which one had been given the last mouthful. 


P. E. L. Beal of the Biological Survey Bays all 


that is necessary to prove the phoebe's case: 


"There are but few birds in the United States 


more endeared to the rural and village popula- 
tion than the common phoebe. Its habit of as- 
sociating itself with man and his works, Its 
trustful disposition and the fact that it never is 
seen to prey upon any product o'f husbandry have 
rendered It almost sacred." 


The chickadee appealed to Ralph Waldo Emer- 


son. The bird has a philosophy of its own ana 
Emerson recognized it. 
It stays in the norm 


country all winter, for no cold can shackle its 
activities nor chill its cheer. Emerson mot the 
chickadee on a blustery winter day and wrote: 


Here was this atom in full breath 
Hurling defiance at vast death; 
This scrap of valor just for play 
Fronts the north wind in waistcoat gray. 


A favorite food of the chickadee consists of 


the eggs of the two species of tent caterpillar 
moths which are among tho most destructive of 
insects. 
In winter it eats larvae, chrysalids and 


eggs of moths, varied by a few seeds. 1 he 
bird's bill of fare is made up for the main part 
of insects, nearly all of which are known to the 
farmer or fruit raiser as pests. 


The barn swallow and the 
purple grackle, 


cousin swallows, are familiar to all dwellers in 
the country. There are five other common spe- 
cies of swallows found within the United States 
and all of them are of beneficent life. 
Swal- 


lows take all of their food, or nearly all of it. 
while on tho wing. Virtually all of the insects 
which they destroy are either injurious or an- 
noying, and the government scientists say that 
the numbers of the pests "destroyed by swal- 
lows are not only beyond calculation, but almost 
beyond imagination." 


Wordsworth might have asked the American 


cuckoo, as he did its European cousin, whether 
he should call it a bird or but a wandering voice. 
There are two fairly abundant species of cuckoos 
in America, the yellow-billed and the black-billed. 
Their habits are much alike. 
These 
two birds 


are ventriloquists. One hears their voices where 
they are not. 
The cuckoos thread their way- 


through the tangles of branches, gliding after 
the manner of ghosts. 
The bird eats what most 


other birds disdain. It has a special fondness for 
the great hairy destructive caterpillars, and when 
it finds a nest of the tent caterpillars it will not 
move on until the destruction of the pests and 
their home is complete. The cuckoo frequently 
is called the rain crow. 
It has no place as a 


weather prophet, however, for It is apt to be 
especially vociferous in the dryest times. 


In the list of the ten best birds there is only 


one bird of the dooryard. 
These little birds 


nest in the currant bushes, in the vines which 
clamber over the porch or in the hedges which 
bound the dooryard domain. Sparrows are known 
as seed eaters, and this might carry an implica- 
tion that they are destroyers of grain. 
Some 


of them are. but we have the scientists as wit- 
nesses that the food habits of the chipping spar- 
row, the bird which comes to your doorstep for 
crumbs, are all good. It has been written of it 
that it is "well worthy of the welcome and pro- 
tection which it everywhere receives." 


It must not be thought because ten birds have 


been named as the best friends of the farmer 
that there are not scores of others whose daily 
work is for the good of man. 
The ten excel, 


but tho others strive with them throughout their 
short lives to work as well as in them lies for 
the good of man who too often, misunderstanding 
their intentions, becomes their persecutor.

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One of the most trying tasks incident to trench 


fighting has been considerably lightened by the 
appearance in the British trenches of gloves made 
of a fabric which is said to be impervious to 
barbed wire points, says Popular Science Monthly. 
The fabric Is made up into mittens, with the first 
finger and thumb separate. 
The fabric Is water- 


proof, and in addition the gloves are insulated for 
gripping electrically charged wires. 


The same- material is applied to the manufac- 


ture of sleeping bags, which, when opened,' may 
be thrown over a barbed .wire entanglement to 
allow a soldier to climb over the sharp points 
without injury. When made up into vests or tunics 
the fabric is strong enough to turn shrapnel 
splinters or even a bullet when it has lost part of 
its momentum. The interlining is antisepticized, 
so that if a bullet goes through it takes Into the 
wound enough antiseptic wool to prevent poison- 
ing. 


The materials used In the manuiacture of this 


remarkable fabric have been se-Jalously kept 
secret this far.
